Indianapolis, Ind. Feb. 7—(A5)— 
The m odern state park a ttra c t­ 
ing m any thousands of v isitors 
each year is greatly responsible 
for augm enting v alues of a d ja ­ 
cent real estate. 
This fact cam e to the fore this 
week w hen the P orter 
County 
Real E state Board, 
com piling 
statistics and facts, cited a re ­ 
m ark able increase in land v alue 
in the v icinity of Dunes S tate 
P ark on the southern shore 
of 
Lak e M ichigan. 
The presence of nearly 500.000 
v isitors a t this park in the last 
three sum m ers is patently 
re ­ 
sponsible for the increased v al­ 
ues of P orter County 
property, 
board m em bers say. 
According to R ichard 
Lieber, 
conserv ation director, 
Indiana 
purchased D unes 
Park 
some 
three years ago a t approxim ate­ 
ly $470 per acre. The park has 
miles of lak e front and 
for 
m ore tha n two miles the 
south 
side parallels U. S. Highways 12 
and 20, am ong the m ost heav ily 
trav eled m otor roads of the na ­ 
tion leading into Chicago. 
Since purchase of this rem ark ­ 
able reserv ation, Lak e front lots 
to the east and west of 
park 
property, hav e increased in v al­ 
ue until they now sell at $100 
per front foot. The entire Dunes 
P ark area increased in 
v alue 
easily four tim es in the 
three 
years, according to 
well 
in­ 
form ed Lak e ana P orter county 
people, despite the fact 
tha t 
park dev elopm ent has been post­ 
poned for lack of funds.

v ulged. Following the 1926 break ­ 
down in federal regulation of 
broadcasting. President Coolidge 
asked congress

legislation and the Radio act of 
1927 resulted. 
The adv ice of Mr. Hoov er was

this legislation. He told congress 
he believ ed th a t duties of a semi­ 
judicial character should not be 
handled by an indiv idual such as 
the Secretary of commerce but 
should be handled by a board or 
commission.

The m otorist from Centerville 
who insists th a t the am ber lig ht 
is his sig nal to g o w hether he 
is in San Francisco, Chicag o or 
W ashing ton may have fewer ar- j 
g um ents with traffic officers if 
the new code is adopted nation­ 
ally. 
Traffic eng ineers who prepared 
the code for the American 
En­ 
g ineering council after a two 
year study 
of conditions in all 
cities w ith 
more 
th an 
50,000 
population, say th a t most acci­ 
dents and traffic delays can be , 
attributed the lack of uniform ­ 
ity among cities in their sig nals,; 
sig ns and m arking for 
reg ula­ 
tion of street traffic. 
No two cities in the United 
States, these experts 
observe 
have exactly the same 
set 
of 
rules and system of m arking s to 
aid 
movement 
of 
traffic 
in 
safety. Their plan is to urg e all 
cities to join in the adoption of 
uniform system, which all 
amotorists can readily 
under­ 
stand and obey. The code, drawn 
up as the result of the two year 
study, soon will be placed in the 


handg of city traffic officials, 
eng ineers 
and 
m anufacturers 
throug hout the country. 
If the cot^e is adopted nation­ 
ally, 
m otorists 
driving 
from 
coast to coast would be 
g uided 
by sig ns and sig nals of uniform 
size and of the same color com­ 
binations. They would

On March 4, radio will become 


one of the responsibilities of the 
new president. Whether Presi- 
dent-elect Hoover in his confer- 
ence with President Coolidge dis- 
cussed the continuance of the 
commission or the radio situa- 
tion in general has not been di- 
vulged. Following the 1926 break- 
down in federal regulation of 
broadcasting. President Coolidge 
asked congress to draft new 
legislation and the Radio act of 
1927 resulted. 


The advice of Mr. Hoover was 


Sought in the preparation of 
this legislation. He told congress 
he believed that duties of a semi- 
judicial character should not be 
handled by an individual such as 
the 'secretary of commerce but 
should be handled by a board or 
commission. 


The new raio act provided a 


commission of five, automatical- 
ly terminating all existing -li- 
censes and adopting,the princi- 
ple that -public convenience, in- 
terest and necessity" should be 
the basis for granting licenses. 


Although there has been con- 


siderable criticism at congres- 
sional hearings regarding phases 
of the November reallocation of 
stations, there has been no con- 
certed opposition to the contin- 
uance of the commission in its 
present capacity. The broadcast- 
ers' organizations asked congress 
for a more flexible interpretation 
of equal allocation under the 
law and other amendments . bul 
did not demand discontinuance 
of the commission. 
. 


Even individual station . own- 


ers, who complained of their 
treatment under the allocation, 
said they were not opposed to 
commission regulation but ex- 
pressed grievance at the actions 
of individual commissioners.

Traffic engineers who prepared 


the code for the American En- 
gineering council after a two 
year study of conditions in all 
cities with more than 
% 50,000 


population, say that most acci- 
dents and traffic delays can be 
attributed the lack of uniform- 
ity among cities in their signals, 
signs and marking for regula- 
tion of street traffic. 


No two cities in the United 


States, these experts observe, 
have exactly the same set of 
rules and system of markings to 
aid 
movement of 
traffic 
in 


safety. Their plan is to urge all 
cities to join in the adoption of 
a uniform system. Which all 
motorists can readily 
under- 


stand and obey. The code, drawn 
up as the result of the two yeai 
study soon will be placed in the 


handi of city traffic 
officials, 


engineers and 
manufacturers 


throughout the country. . 


If the code is adopted nation- 


ally, motorists 
driving from 


coast to coast would be guided 
by signs and signals of uniform, 
size and of the same color com- 
binations. They would 
know 


that a red signal would mean 
"stop" and remain halted nutil 
a green signal is display. They 
would know that green gives 
permission to go, subject to the 
safety of others; and that yel- 
low after green means stop be-
